Photo above shows the larkest ‘cast- 
ing so far made at the, Wainwright 
Machine Shop, It.is a gear wheel for 
‘a well boring machine owned by Elgin 
Lewis of Wainwright. The wheel is 
five feet six inches in diameter, and 
weighs 520 pounds. The casting of this 
gear wheel marks quite 4a step in the 
work of Bob Leggett's foundry, and in- 
volved considerable care and. effort. 


\ Bob Mills, of Chauvin; is assisting Bob 


in his casting work, and brings with 
him a wide experience in this field. 

Wainwright Machine Shop's found- 
ry is going full blast, for not only is 
it turning out farm machinery, such 
as packers, but is handling the cast- 
ing of pulleys and gears and others 
parts that are required to put machin- 
ery in shape, and has also undertaken 
to supply sixty manholes and covers 
for the town of Wainwright's new sew- 
age system, 

These manholes and covers Involve 
a considerable amount of work,.as the 
wooden forms had first to be madé 
before the moulding and casting could 
be gotten under way. 

The weight of the manholes and cov- 
ers will be approximately 500 pounds 
each, and thus the whole job involves 
the melting up and casting of. about 
fifteen tons.of metal.

We were reprimanded, albeit very mildly, for our use 
of the superlative adjective “magnificent” in the description 


of the new school at Chauvin in our last issue. We must say. 


that we used the word with some misgivings ourselves, for 
nothing can deteriorate the language, and for that matter un- 
dermine our own writings more than exaggeration: To use 


exaggeration in either speech or the written word must nec- . 


essarily rob our language of its meaning and befog its beauties 
of shade and tone. However, adjectives are comparative in 
meaning, and what might be considered magnificent in one 
situation might not be worthy of more than a very moderate 
adjective if the setting were changed. A building that might 
be considered quite properly as magnificent in Chauvin, or 
Edgerton, or Wainwright, might look rather primitive if placed 
among the skyscrapers of New York, or take on a very dull 
aspect if placed alongside the Taj Mahal, or some other beauti? 
ful or costly edifice. :The accomplishments of the embryo 
musician might in themselves be considered as superlatives, 
but much more is expected of the Paderewski or the Toscanini. 

So folks, we still feel that we can, without committing 
mahem to the English language, or falsely describing the new 
school at Chauvin, say that it is “magnificent.”

BON VOYAGE, SIR 

From the days of Christopher Columbus and John Cabot, 
‘this continent has received many distinguished visitors from 
foreign parts, but it is doubtful if any have been welcomed so 
warmly or have been so greatly enjoyed as has the war lead- 
er of Great Britain and the free world, Winston Churchill. 
His short but impressive visit last week is the latest in a long 
and interesting series which we hope will not be concluded for 

many years yet. 

Mr, Churchill’s addresses are great events, and Thursday’s 
at Boston was in the tradition.. He has most of the usual gifts 
of the orator and adds to them an acute historical sense which 
colors and enriches the fabric of his speech. It would not. be 
an, exaggeration to say that his-is the most potent voice speak- 
ing the English language today, and it is a privilege as well 
as a pleasure to hear one of his addresses. _- 

His story to us was one of optimism, restrained but never- 
theless real. He did:not think that war was inevitable. He felt 
that, the North Atlatic Pact was a sound and a practical way 
to preserve peace, and that the countries who joined them- 
selves together under ‘this new treaty would live and work 
in closer harmony than ever before. His words about Russia 
were decided, but not belligerent. Like most of us, he would 
like to have more friendly relations with the people of Russia, 
but finds it impossible at the present timé. He does not think 
the Russians or any other people want war. 

On Saturday he sailed on the Queen Mary ‘for home, and 
he ‘carried with him the warmest wishes of literally millions 
of North Americans for his continued good health and strength 
in body-and spirit-—The Red Deer Advocate. 


“A THING OF BEAUTY...” 

During the winter, with the snow covering many an un- 
*gainly object with its white mantle, ped i cleanups were far- 
thest from our thoughts. However, now that the snow has gone 
and bared the accumlations of the winter, together with the 
skeletons of last year’s growth of weeds and grass, most prem- 
ises take‘ on an appearance that prompts us to roll up our 
sleeves and get out the rake and whatnot, and clean up. : 

Of course we realize, its easier said than done, but still 
we feel that we must urge upon all the desirability of pleasant 
surroundings. Pleasant and clean surroundings hold many 
virtues. In the first place a clean yard is generall a healthy 
yard. Flies breed in filth and rubbish, unpleasant odors, which 
may not be particularly harmful in themselves, indicate con- 
ditions which are condu¢ive to the development of these pests 
also detract from the pleasantness of our surroundings. Rub- 
bish, refuse, and dried rank growth all provide fuel for fire. 

Above and beyond. all this is the fact that our environment 
has its effect on our ‘thoughts and lives: Squalor and dirt 
can hardly be considered as a stimulant for happy living and 
optimism, those qualities without which life must be rather 
drab and dull. Broken down sheds and unpainted buildings 
may call for considerable expenditure in cash and time if they 
are to take on a more pleasant appearance, but that cash and 
time will be well-spent and bring substantial returns, 

Moreover, paint is a good investment, for it more than 
pays its costs in preserving. 

Would it not be well for us this spring to consider the 
desirability of making a really big effort to brighten up our 
homes and our surroundings, so that life may be more pleasant 
and more healthy, and so that we may take a greater pride and 
be rewarded with greater happiness in our existence? 


CANADA’S MINERAL WEALTH STILL BEING 
DISCOVERED 


‘We were rather greatly interested in an article which 
appearaed in the Edmonton Bulletin of April 1, relating at 
much length the. story of the uncovering of a vast store of lead 
in the northland—near Fort Detention, if you happen to know 
where: that is. Matt Berry, well-known as a pioneer bush pilot 
remembered locating a lead seam many years ago, at a time 
when lead was somewhere near 4 cents a pound; today, with 
nations of the world stockpiling base metals lead is worth 
approximately 17 cents a pound. On the basis of these fig- 
ures, the newly-staked claim is believed to be much more 
valuable per ton of ore than the.richest gold mine ever worked 
in this country. The claim is in the' name of an. Edmonton 
syndicate which appears to be well on the way to making a 
killing as a reward for its backing a northland pioneer. Mr. 
Berry, too, will :probably be paying ‘higher income tax as a 
result of the discovery. ; 

- It seerns to us there is a lesson here for those who claim 
that the present does not hold opportunities for those of .by- 
gone days, True, not everyone can hop aboard a plane and 
stake out a claim of such extravagant richness as the one 
referred to above; if they could, the value of such claims 
would probably drop as far and fast as the butter market 
did recenly. But we still maintain that opportunities still a- 
bound in this day and age; opportunities for increased service 
which in turn will bring increased returns; opportunity to fill 
a requirement which no one else has been able to fill, or to 
fill it better; opportunity to earn, if not a fortune, at least a 
comfortable and substantial living. Who wants to be a million- 
aire anyway; you can’t take it with you. But there are still 
many opportunities, many unfilled needs in every trade, every 
industry or profession. Fill one of those needs better than it 
has ever been filled before and, it appears to us, you cease 
worrying about your meal ticket for the rest of your days. Of 
course, some people find it a great deal easier to win the Irish 
sweep.—The Leduc Representative.

It is be- 
cause we think it is more important 
to have some wise qualities than to be 
critical. Yet, again and again we hear 
the statement that someone—often a 
quite sincer end intelligent person__is 
planning to vote for this or that party 


not because he wants that party in 
power, but because he thinks it will 
behave importantly in opposition. . A 


strong opposition may well be of value 
It can help to restrain ang guide a 
weak or self-satisfied government, We 
hardly believe, however, that anyone 
could argue that it is more important 
than having the best possible govern. 
ment even at the cost of a weak op- 
position, So, we canngt help believing 
that to vote to a party in opposi- 
tion is topsy-tu political thinking. 
A group that is not competent to rule 
is hardly competent to help rule the 
rulers, arity 
Our two-party system is based on 
an entirely different concept. It as- 
sumes that the majority will rule. Un- 
fortunately, in our’ present plethora of 
parties, this is not necessarily the case 
but it is desirable. Anyone who votes 
for 4 political group for the avowed 
purpose of putting them in opposition 
is not, we think, using his franchise

FARM MACHINERY ‘PRICES 
HAVE NOT KEPT PACE WITH 
INCREASES IN OTHER LINES,

‘Progress and -Progpects in’ the Farm 
Equipment Industry?’ prepared by 
Robert Terry of the Machinery Div-

“The wholesale ‘prices of farm ma- 
chirery has not advanced as rapidly 
as it has for. most commodities, Fur- 
thermore, the percentagé rise has been 
less than one-fourth of the percentage 


increase in prices received by farmers 
for their produce since’ 1939," The in- 
erease in farm machinery prices has 
neithér kept pace with the price of 
iron and steel, nor with the increase 
in the average hourly earnings of the 
production workers in the farm ma- 
chinery and tractor industry. 

Using 1939 as a base, the 1948 whole- 
sale price of farm machinery had ad- 
vanced only 44.7%, compared to an 
increase of 61.9% for iron and steel 
and 113.9% for all commodities. Dur- 
ing the same period, average hourly 
earnings of production workers in the 
farm machinery and tractor industry 
increased 92.9% and prices received by 
farmers, for’ their products increased 
202.1%. 


One of the most important reasons 
why manufacturers of farm equipment 
have been able to keep the increase 
in selling price proportionately low- 
er than the increase in their principal 
production costs, is the low selling 
costs which. have prevailed since the 
war. In most lines it has not been 
necessary for.the manufalturers to 
sell, but merely to allocate output a- 
mong the various dealers. Manufac- 
turers of many items of farm equip- 
ment are now being confronted with 
the problem of increased selling costs 
at a time when price resistance’ is 
building up .a buyer’s market.”

WARBLES REDUCED 


The Warble Campaign has been un- 
derway for a little over a week. The, 
response has been fair, but not near as 
good as we had anticipated for the 
third year, and also due to the fact 
that this is an exceptional - spring. 
The cattle that have been sprayed for 
two-years hence are almost ‘free of the 
grub and appear to be quite comfort- 
able and contented. The cattle that 
were treated last year and not the 
year before are in better condition than 
those treated the first year and not 
last. I think this is Very good evidence 
that we are closing in on the pest, but, 
if we do not get better co-operation I 
feel that we are defeating the purpose. 
There is a definite économical value in 
treating your cattle for warbles, but, 
it does séém unfair that one farmer 
should be persuaded to treat his cattle 
when his neighbop just next door 
flatly refuses. 

When we look at the life cycle of the 
warble fly we find it is very import- 
ant that the cattle should be sprayed 
before going out to pasture, because 
the grubs that drop on the’ pasture are 
the ones that are going to do the dam- 
age and not so much the grubs that 
drop in the feed lot. The warble 
vniy lives for a very short peried of 
“ume and'doésn’'t migrate much over a 
nalf mile. 

{ would like to suggest then,, that 
those farmers who have treated their 
vattle make it a point to see that their 
neighbor isn’t missed. You do your 
part to see that they want them spray- 
ed and we will do our part by seeing 
that the equipment is available. The 
rvads are good and we are able to move 
around compadratively easy so try and 
keep us busy unt{l the end of April. 


FARMERS CAN 
TEST THEIR SEED 

To harvest good field crops, god 
seed must be sown. Often seed is ob- 
tained from the loca! dealer, but many 
farmers use their own home-grown 
seed. The quality. of seed is important, 
and a seed test will show any undes- 
irable tonditions which may result in 
a crop failure, or introduce and spread 
troublesome weeds, 

There are two main seed tests; for 
purity and germination. ‘In a purity 
test the seed is examined to deterinine 
the kinds.and number of weed and 
other cultivated seeds. The germina- 
tion test shows the proportion of crop 
seeds that may be expected to produce 
normal plants. 

In making a purity test the seed 
should be thoroughly mixed so that it 
is representative of the whole quantity 
and a pound should be used for the 
actual analysis. This should be spread 
On a clean surface in a good light, and 
be carefully picked over and all for- 
eign seeds removed, These should be 
named and the number of each kind 
recorded. If identification of some is 
impossible they may be sent to the 
nearest Seed Laboratory of the Plant 
Products. Division, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

| quality of the seed and the uniform- 
ity and size of the kernels should be 
noted to decide whether the seed 
should be re-cleaned. If any noxious 


weed seeds are found jt is advisable 
to use other seed. 

In a germination. test, seed may be 
germinated in clean sand, soil, or on 
blotting-paper, absorbent paper, or 
canton flannel. Generally two hundreds 
seeds are germinated. They should be 
well spaced if in sand or soil, and rol- 
led ‘up if in cloth or paper. Ordinary 
room temperature is suitable for nmwsat 
kinds of seed and they should pe kept 
moistened throughout the test, Clovers 
are counted in five days; corn and peas 
in eight days, and cereals in twelve 
days, and only strong, healthy sprouts 
should be included. Many seeds, espec- 
ially those which aré injured or frost- 
ed may grew a small which 
would not produce a healthy 
plant. Seed should germinate over 80 
per cent if it is to be used for planting.

AGRICULTURAL SERVICE BOARD 


On Thursday the Agricultural Ser- 
vice Board of the M.D.: Wainwright 
met at Wainwright. Recommendations 
arising from the board include: assis- 
tance in organizing Bangs disease test- 
ing and vaccination. The Field Super- 
. visor was given a program conducting 
Warble Fly spraying again this year, 
putting out demonstration plots for 
weed control conductin field and road 
side demonstrations of the uses of 2, 
4-D along with his regular duties of 
weed inspection, supervision of con- 
demned farms and supervision work 
on the control of the five bad weeds. 
Soil Bacteria ‘ , 

Beneficial bacteria are present in all 
soil the world over, There are at least 
8,000,000,000 bacteria in a teaspoonful 
of average farm soil. These bacteria 
are the friends not the enemies of man 
One. of their most important uses is to 
convert unavailable plant food into 
compounds that are soluble in ‘water. 
In solution this plant food gan be ab- 
sorbed :by plant roots. 

Soil Conservation 

Water erosion is taking as big a toll 
of our. cultivated soils in this area as 
wind does to soils in the south, The 
difference is that we do not see the 
soil running off our fields in the spring 
or during the heavy summer rains in 
the same way that we can see soil 
drifting. One farmer in this district is 
planning on contouring his land to pre- 
vent this loss of good soil. There wil) 
be many more to follow his example in 
the years to come,

24°D FOR THE CONTROL OF 
WEEDS IN GROWING CROPS 

Farmers considering the use of 2,4-D 
to control both annual and perennial 
weeds in growing grain’ crops should 
carefully consider the time of treat- 
ment, the kinds of weeds to be treat- 
ed, as well as the rate and formulation 
of 2,4-D to be applied,. says H. A. 
Friesen, Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Scott, Sask, 

The time of treatment, whether 
sprays or dusts are te be used, is of 
first importance. Since weeds are 
easier to kill with 2,4-D when very 
young and since they acquire varying 
degrees ‘of resistance as they apRroach 
maturity, early treatment is esesntiai. 
Cereal grain crops, however, tend to 
show some susceptibility to 2,4-D until 
they have been up through the ground 
for a period of not less “than three 
weeks. 

Treatment should not be made until 
after this time. Flax on the ‘other 
band, develops resistance to 2,4-D 
very soon after emergence, ani. treat- 
ments should preferably be made as 
soon as the flax plants have formed 
four or five leaves. Treatment, after 
cereals are in the shot blade or flax 
is in the bud stage, is not recommend.

cation of 2 4-D to flax in the bud stage 
is liable to result in a severe reuuc.ion 
in seed setting ana crop yiela. 
. Weeds differ greatly in their re- 
action to 2, 4-D. Of the common weeds 
treated. during the early growth stag- 
es, wild mustard, stinkweed, tumbling 
and ball mustards are very suscept- 
ible, Russian thistle, lambs quarters 
and red-root pigweed are susceptible, 
while wild buckwheat, cow cockle, and 
the grasses are resistant to 2,4-D. 
The top growth of perennial weeds 
such as Canada thistle, perennial sow 
thistle, wild morning glory, and field 
bindweed, can be controlled success- 
fully in growing crops by treating as 
s00n as these weeds have emerged. 
This is usually at the time when an- 
nual weeds should pe treated, and so 
only one treatment is required for 
both types of weeds. Rates of applica- 
control of 
perennials should be from 4 to 8 oun- 
ces of 2, 4-D acid per acre, Under poor

ed per day by the former will be more, 
but its efficiency ‘will be greater and 
total feed costs will be relatively less. 
Rations have been devised which are 
high in proteins and vitamins and re- 
isult int very fast growth. One of these 
is the Connecticut broiler ration which 
h produced birds averaging 3.8 
pounds for both sexes, and as high as 
4.2 pounds for cockerels at twelve 
weeks. 
The broiler industry which has been 
increasing rapidly of late, will have to 
rely on the consumer appeal which it 
‘able to establish for its permanency” 
In the past, the market for broilers 
has been developed to a much ereater 
extent in the United States than it 
has in Canada. If the situation is to 
change materially in this country the 
broilers produced for such a market 
will have to be of exceptional quality. 
Having considered the matter of 
fast growth rate, the next question is, 
what are the characeristics of a good 
broiler? Probably the first require- 
ment.is good fleshing.. This is some- 
what difficult to attain in a young 
bird and is one reason why White 
Leghorns are not as popular as other 
breeds for use as broilers, Probably 
some of our crossbred stock shows 
‘| most promise in this respect and es- 
pecially where some Cornish blood is 
introduced. Wark at Ottawa has shown 
that crosses ‘involving some Corpish 
blood have materially improved a 
breed, such as White . Leghorn, for 
broiler production. 

In order to have eye-appeal,.a bird 
must also carry a reasonable amount 
of fat. In a young fast-growing bird 
this is often difficult to attain, but 
experience shows that it is possible 


possible to fatten a broiler to the 
same extent as a roaster but a moder- 
ate, even distribution of fat under the 
skin prodiices an attractive bird, and 
also reswits in more cents per pound in 
the pocket of the producer. It must be 
remembered that brollers are subject 
te the same grading regulations as 
other classes of poultry 

There‘ are other factors to donates 
in aiming at top quality, One of these, 
of course; is - straightness of . keel. 
Crooked keels, which “may develop, 
usually after @ weeks of age, may be 
prevented to a large extent by the use 
of roosts about 4 inches wide instead 
of narrower ones, assuming that the 
ration is adequate. Attractiveness of 
carcass is also enhanced by freedom 
from: pin feathers.and these can be 
largély avoided by using a fast-feath- 
ering strain of birds, Also a white 
feathered bird will result in a cleaner 
looking carcass than a dark feathered 


filled, and the birds properly dressed, 
a producer will be in a bétter position 
to obtain top price for his broilers and 
will be working in the right direction 
for stabilization and-expansion of this 
phase of the poultry industry. 


FEED BARLEYS FOR 
THE OPEN PLAINS 

Making a. decision. on a variety of 
barley to grow is an important one. 
Qn the open plains, the variety must 
yield well in dry years, It should be a 
g00d combine barley and should have 
smooth beards or be beardless. Res.st- 
ance to smut and ergot is also impor- 
tant. 

Yield, of course, is important’ be- 
cause it means moer bushels per acre 
Some varieties give good yields when 
.there is plenty of moisture but yield 
poorly when it is dry, says A. G, Kusch 
Dominion Experimenta] Station, Swift 
‘Current, Sask. O.A.C 21 and Montcalm 
two standard malting barleys, are 


varieties of this type: As the majority 


of seasons on the open plains tend, to 
be dry, these varieties are, as a rule, 
unsuitable from the yield standpoint. 

A good combine barley is one which 
will not drop its head readily nor shell 
easily when ripe. This'is an impor- 
tant consideration on the open plains 
where almost all harvesting is done 
with a combine. 

A beardless barley or one with 
smooth beards is much more ‘suitable 
for a feed barley than a rough bearded 
one. Rough beards tend to stick in an- 
imals mouths and throats where they 
cause sores to develop. 

Smut, although not harmeal, affects

FARM NOTES 
FROM ABROAD : 
English Wheat 

At December, 1948, the estimate of 
winter wheat acreage in England and 
Wales was 1.58 milliofi acres compared 
with 2.02 million, the estimate of the 
year before. Areas in winter barley 
and oats were also somewhat reduced. 
The overall target for the United King 
dom for the 1949 wheat harvest is 2.5 
million acres, or roughly 2.3 milion for 
England and Wales. 

Explanations. offered for the decline 
in acreage are, confusion as to what 
the. Government wants the farmer to 
grow, the fixed price for all qualities 
of wheat with no premium for effic- 
fency, ang lack of storage space and 
difficulty in dealing with coma del- 
iveries. sr 

World Grain 

Preliminary figures of the 1948 har- 
vests, as compiled by FAO show that 
world production of the chief food 
crops, excluding Russia, has exceeded 
pre-war volume and has caught up 
with the corresponding increase in pop 
ulation. The aggregate’ harvests of 
wheat, rye, rice, maize, barley and, oats 
in 1948, represent 547.7 million metric 
tons, an eleven per cent increase over 
the 1934-38 pre-war average and mat- 
ches a corresponding increase of world 
population since 1936. 

Cream. for Britain 

The British Ministry of Food is con- 
sidering the possibility of lifting the 
present ban on the manufacture and 
sale of dréam, which has been in effect 
since 1940, As milk production has im- 
proved to the extent where it is break 
ing all previous records, producers are 
preparing for the time when milk will 
not be quite so easy to sell And a lux- 
ury item such as cream will be avail- 
able to consumers, The various auth- 
orities concerned are discussing pro- 
posed standards for cream.

half, Hedges are used less today than 
formerly. 


The so-called “Ftnctional” archi- 
tecture of modern homes calls for dif- 
ferent lines in drives and paths, dif- 
erent foundation planting “and differ- 
ent arrangement, of ‘floral decoraktion. 
Efficiency and set form is reqpired 
rather thdn the sweeping erace and 
softening effects of\earlier decades. 
Yet, though this is a time of change, 
natural laws are constant. They cannot 
be disregardedq or changed, but intelli- 
gent plant forms can be chosen to 
create the new effect. It simply means 
that people have to change their point 
of view about favorite plants for cer- 
tain situations, says R, W. Oliver, Div- 
ision of Horticulture, Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa. 

The trend is toward the emphatic 
line of straight approach rather then 
the sweeping Curve; of set form, rath- 
er than ornate and graceful detail. 
Foundation plantings, insteaq:of aim- 
ing at “softening effects”, strive to 
‘emphasize horizontal lines and door- 
ways, taking the form of trimly clip- 
ped hedg%ts or flowers planted to create 
set masses of color. So the old flower- 
ing shrubs with festooneq arching 
branches are superseded by horizon- 
tal and low rounded forms that stand 
clipping and have attractive foliage. 
Such plants as Japanese yew, pivet 
cotoneaster ang Korean box or dwart 
barberry are taking the place of old 
favourites, If economy is a strong con- 
sideration the native gedar can be 
clipped to almost any desired ‘form 
provided that a start is made with 
young plants. 

Most ‘people want more relaxation 
from their gardens, with less work 
and less variety in horticultural speci- 
mens. Perennial and annual * flowers 
fit into the scheme best if they are 
used in larger groups of the same var- 
iety to create bold low effects of cdlor 
against the background* of uniform 
texture provided by a clipped hedge. 

The need is still to create.a suitable 
setting for the house, but it is a differ- 
ent house with a new look, There js 
also the desire ra suitable setting 
for an outdoor fireplace, table and 
chairs with just enough ornamental 
material to provide privacy, . create 
color and tie the whole lot into a pic- 
ture that seems iy keeping.

Thapécted slaughter of cattle in Can- 
ada for the firat two months of 1949 
was 199,841 head as compared with 
226,571 for the same period in 1948, 
Also during the two Months of 1949 9 
total of 28,281 cattlé have been export- 
ed to the United States—i3,741 head 
of beef cattle and 9,540 dairy ttle. 
Exports of dairy cattle for January- 


February last year were slightly | less | 


at 9,184 and of. course no beef cattle 
were shipped to the United States be- 
fore the middle of August 1948. Thus 
total marketings for the first 2 months 
‘of this year were 228,122 as against 
286,705 for last year or a decrease of 
6.3 per cent for the two months. The 
greater part of this: decrease has oc- 
eurred in. Western Canada with the 
Gast remaining nearly: steady. 

The quality of the cattle slaughtered 
tn Canada has shown a marked de- 
fline, as indicated by the carcass grad- 
ing which is carried out In accordance 
with the national beef grading stand- 
ards. During January and February 
this year the gradings showed 6.6 per 
cent A grade or Choice quality and 14.4 
per cent B grade or Good quality, as 
against 12.1 per cent and 19.2 per cent 
respectively for the same peridd of 
1948—a drop of about 10 per cent fn 
the two best grades combined. 

This was accounted for by an in- 

crease of nearly 7 per cent in C grade 
(medium steers and heifers); 2 per 
cent in Di grade (plain steers and 
heifers), over 2 per cent in D3 (com- 
mon cows) and nearly 2 per cent in M 
and S grades (canners, cutters and 
bulls). Good cows were down 2 per 
cent this year, 
A recent: inspection of the beef grad« 
ing throughout Western Canada show- 
ed.that many potential A and B 
quality carcasses were being graded 
down because of lack of finish,

OFFICIALS DISCUSS 
NEWCASTLE DISEASE 


Newcastle disease in poultry has not 
become widespread in Canada, and so 
far only five cases have been reported 
involving eight plants. 

This was the report of a representa- 
tive of the Health of Animals Division, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, at a recent meeting of the Can 
adian' Committee on Newcastle dis- 
ease, held at the Ontario Agricultural 
College, Guelph, Ont, The Committee 
is made up of.representatives of poul- 
try producers, and scientific workers 
and administrative officers of both 
Dominion and Provincial Departments 
of Agriculture,

In the Legislature

The House adjourned late Tuesday 
night when His Honour, the Lieuten- 
ant Governor gave his assent to one 
hundred and twenty-odd Bills. 

An amendment was made to the Mar 
garine Bill before the House which pro 
hibits restaurants from selling mar- 
garine colored in imitation of butter. 

An amendment to the Setting of 
Poison Act will enable the Game Com- 
missioner to distribute approved pois- 
on for the purpose of exterminating 
coyotes ang wolves. A joint meeting of 
all those interested in .refucing the 
number of these predators is being 
ealled shortly by the Hondurable N. 
®. Tanner for the purpose of working 
ouf'some program which Will be more 
effective than the bounty system in 
controlling these predators. * 

An amendment to the Child Welfare 
Act provides that every Municipality 
shall appoint its own welfare workera. 
It is thought that in many municipal- 
ities this responsibility will be dele- 
gated to the Municipal Secretary, In 
most municipalities this does not in- 
volve a great deal of work. 

A Bill was passed allowing the Lieu- 
tenant: Governor in Council to spend 
monies up! to two million dollars un- 
der any agreement that may be reach- 
‘ed with the Dominion Government on 
the development of irrigation projects. 
A similar Bill was passed relative to a 
Trans-Canada Highway. These Bills 
will enable the Alberta Government to 
take advantage of any Dominion pro- 
posals. This Province will not have to 
wait until the House is in Session to 
take advantage of any such ‘programs. 

An amendment to the School Act 
permits the School Board to transfer 
principles from one school to another 
and any disputes that may arise will 
be settled by reference to the Minister 
of Bducation rather than to a Board of 
Referencé. Another amendment advan 
ces all dates of the notices of termina- 
tion of contracts. Appeals by Munici- 
pal Ceuncils to school requisitions 
must be made within thirty days of 
receiving such a requisition. 

Three impotant Bills were introduc- 
ed by the Honourable N. E, Tanner in 
connection with the division of the 

+ Department of Lands and Mines ‘and 
the setting up of the twé new Depart- 
ments, Department of Lands and For- 
ests and the Department of Mines and 
Minerals. . 

The Honourable N. E. Tanner has 
been appointed Minister of both De- 
partments with John Harvie as Dep- 
uty Minister of Lands and Forests and 
T. N. McKinnon as Deputy Minister of 
Mines and Minerals. 

The establishment of the new - De- 
partments was made necessary as a 
result of the ranid development of oi! 
and other resources. ©

HOG MARKETING 

Hog marketings during January and 
February of this year declined by just 
under 40 per cent compared with the 
same two months of 1948. The actual 
figures Are 636,389 hogs in 1949 and 
1,055,168 in 1948. Marketings in west- 
ern Canada declined 50-45 per cent and 
in. eastern Canada 380.6 per cent. 

Marketings in the first two months 
of 1949 declined in all provinces; In 
Saskatchewan by 50.5 per cent; in Al- 
berta by 51.8 per cent and in Manitoba 
by 49 per cent. The province of Ontar- 
io showed the smallest rate of decline 
—only 26.3 per cent, and marketings 
from Quebec province were’ down 36.2 
per cent. 
“Of the ,total marketiggs during the 
first two months of 1949 of 636,378 
hogs, 62.1 per cent came from Eastern 
Canada, and only 37.9 per cent origin-

SCOTS TOLD PEAT 
NO LONGER FREE 


Sutherland shi re, 
Scotland, April—Peat-cutters who 
have never known the. meaning of 
“fuel crisis” now worry about the fu- 
ture, 

The Highlanders have counted a 
peat moss as free as an English com- 
mon. For countless ‘generations they 
have gone to the same spot for their 
winter. fuel, with the blessing of the 
land-owner. p 

But recently Sutherland County 
alerned regulations are being introduc 
ed under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act which may require farmers 
and other residents to obtain permis- 
sion to cut peat. 

The only question fs Whether 
regulations will be applied to 
men as well as the distillerfes which 
require large quantities of peat for 
making Scottish whisky with its dis- 
tinective flavor. 

Rev, William Macreod, Dornock, 
said if the regulations were applied 
the county council should arrange for 
general permission for peat-cutting to 
be given so there would not be a flood
